Pursuant to instructions, Mr, Bartlett of the Liaison 
Section contacted Mr, J, D, Lathem, Assistant Director, Inspection 
Division, Internal Revenue Service, After checking, Mr, Lathem 
advised that the Internal Revenue Service conducted an investigation 
of Carmel Offie during 1950 and 1951 in view of allegations that he 
had received large sums of money for which the tax had not been paid, 
Mr, Lathem advised that as a result of their investigation, tax 
against Mr, Offie was levied in the amount of $53,000 with penalties 
of $26,000, making a total deficiency of $79,000, Mr, Lathem 
further stated that there is no criminal warrant outstanding^ on 
Offie; however, there is a warrant of restraint against Offie 
involving the $79,000, this being a civil action. He stateffi that 
in cases of this type the Internal Revenue Service files Ivans 
against the taxpayer and levies on his assets and that the warrant 
of restraint prevents the taxpayer from disposing of any property 
which is in his name, Mr, Lathem stated that the exact amount 
outstanding is not known at Vfashington in view of the fact that 
this matter is handled out of their Baltimore Office, 

The answer on the White Slave Traffic Act angle has not 
I been resolved in view of the fact that the Washington and Richmond 
[Diuisions have been reguested to determine this and no answer has 
been received at this time.

I called ASAC latson of the Richmond Office on 1 
March 15 3 1954 3 regarding the investigations which have been 
conducted there to determine the activities of the subject 
at his farm, at Warrenton 3 Virginia. You will recall that we 
had received information that Offie provides prostitutes for 
prominent persons in the Administration and by means of 
recordings and photographs secures compromising evidence 
which he uses for blackmail. The Richmond Office has so far 
developed that Offie has a farm at Markham 3 Virginia 3 and 
another farm near Warrenton 3 Virginia. I instructed Mr. 17atson 
that a more thorough investigation should be conducted than 
had been conducted to date to determine just exactly what 
Offie's operations are in Virginia 3 who lives on his farm 3 
who attends the week-end parties which are reported to be 
held there 3 and through sources and informants to find out 
whether photographs are taken and recordings made of activities 
which occur at the party. Watson said he would see to it that 
this investigation was given prompt attention. J

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Confidential Informants T-l and T-2, who have been active for 
Many years in the labor field, hav$- advised that they are not 
acqua^nted with CARMEL OFFIE but haye understood that he 
managed the Dupont Building Office in-Washington, D,G. of 
JA^/LOVESTONE whom they described a& a former secretary of 
the communist party in the 1930's and who is now active in 
the internation-al labor field. 


T-3, of known reliability, who is a'prominent farmer and 
businessman, advised that OPPIE maintains a banking account 
with the RIGGS NATIONAL BANK in V/ashington, D.C. and that he 
owns property at 3318 Rowland Place, N.W., and 3105 Woodley 
Road, N.W., both V/ashington, D.C. He said that the Rowland 
Place property was purchased by OPPIE in August, 1950 for 
$26,000 while the Woodley Road, N.W. property was purchased 
in November, I 9 I 4.8 for $35/000, He said he understood OPPIE 
is paying off his note on that property at the rate of $256.00 
a month. He purchased the farm at Markham, Virginia in Novem¬ 
ber, 1950 for $20,000 with the MARSHALL NATIONAL BANK and 
TRUST.COMPANY holding the first mortgate of $9*500.00. which 
he said he had recently learned had been reduced to approxi¬ 
mately $6,500.00, T-3 qaid that the subject has advised him 

that he has been employed by the State Department in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. at a salary of $10,300.00 and that he has also 
been employed by various trade unions and specifically by

This investigation is predicated on information furnished "by 
Dr. SEENCER MILLER, who served as Assistant Secretary of Labor, Office of 
International Labor Affairs, United States Department of Labor, from about 
July 20, 1955, to about February 23, 1954. 


Dr. SEENCER MILLER was interviewed on a number of occasions during 
recent months by Special Agents of this Bureau. Dr. MILLER, who has described 
himself as a "living history" of the labor movement in the United States, has 
stated he has followed with interest since sometime in the 1920 's the 
activities of JAY LOVESTONE,. with wham CARMEL OFFIE has been identified 
in recent years. 


Concerning CARMEL OFFIE, it will be recalled that during an 
investigation conducted by this Bureau in November and December, 1952, 
not related to instant investigation, OFFIE stated during the course of 
interviews with him in December, 1952, that since May, 1950, he had been 
employed as Washington, D. C. Representative of the Free Trade Union Committee 
of the American Federation of Laborj his superior being Mr. JAY LOVESTONE. 

JAY LOVESTONE, it is recalled, was one of the founders and top 
officials in the Communist party in the United States until he was expelled 
from the Party in 1929 . From 1929 until 1940, LOVESTONE was leader of the 
Communist Party opposition group, later known as the Independent Labor 
League. During this latter period, LOVESTONE appealed for Communist Party 
unity and failed in his attempts to return to the Party. Since then, LOVESTONE 
has been active in American labor organizations, particularly in the inter¬ 
national labor activities of the American Federation of Labor. 


The Communist party has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


Again, with reference to the 1952' investigation concerning CARMEL 
OFFIE and the interviews with OFFIE during that period by Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, OFFIE, in 1952, was contacted initially 
through his office located at 1625 K street, N. W», Washington, D» C. At 
that time (1952), OFFIE's business telephone number was listed in the local 
street address telephone directory under the International Labor Information 
Service at the same address. 


So far as the current investigation has disclosed, CARMEL OFFIE 
continues his employment as Washington Representative of International Labor 
Information Service, in connection with another investigation conducted 
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Tjy this Bureau, it was ascertained from Confidential Informant^D-lpa' 
reliable informant, that JAY LOVESTONE on March 11, 1954, then, was staying 
^t*JjJj(e Statler Hotel in Washington, D. C.. occupying Room No. 970. Informant 
^T»y^Lvised further that on March 11, 195^ LOVESTOHE had been in contact 
with telephone number DUpont 7 - 5763 .

Enclosed for the Bureau are five copies of a letterhead 
memorandum concerning what apparently has to do with the 
acquisition - of arras and ammunition as well as related 
electronic equipment by some unknown individual or company. 



This letterhead memorandum is being furnished to the Bureau 
inasmuch as the significance of the contents is not known 
to the New Haven Office and the New Haven Office has no way 
of evaluating the information contained therein. As reflected 
in the letterhead memorandum, mention is made in several 
instances of American companies, for instance the Action Company 
of Philadelphia and a ho the H.E.D.M. Company cf New Jersey and 
the General Electric Company. Mention is also made in several 
instances of the United States Government and one specific 
instance, the ’’Defense Industrial Production Equipment Center, 
Memphis, Tennessee.” 


From what is known of this matter it would possibly appear that an 
individual connected with the London postal service has been 

opening and pilfering mail and that in putting opened mail_ 

back into the envelopes, the wrong mail was inserted in | 
envelope. It would either be this ox' it might possibly be a 
result of carelessess on the part of a postal employee who had 
the duty of resealing a large amount of opened or damaged mail.
